After three months at Malta of tes- 
tifylug of the Lord Jesus, the result of 
which eternity will declare, they pro- 
ceeded toward Rome, tarrying three 

\s at Syracuse, in Sicily, one day at 
Kbegium, in the extreme south of 
Italy, and seven days at Puteoll, where 
they found believers. The brethren 
at Rome, having beard of Paul's ar- 
rival at Puteoll, came out to meet him 
as far as Appli forum and the three 
taverns, thus encouraging him and 
causing thanksgiving to God, Then 
they returned with him to Rone. 
There is a suggestion here of the way 
it will be at the coming of the Lord. 
When He comers to the air on, His 
way back to earth the saints shal! all 
meet bim in the air and later be man- 
ifested with Him in glory, when He 
shall come to the same Olivet from 
which He ascended (I Thess. iv, 16-18; 
Col, lil, 4; Zech, xiv, 4. Arriving at 
Rome, the other prisoners were de- 
livered to the captain of the guard, 
but Paul was permitted to dwell by 
himself with a soldier who kept him. 
For two whole years he dwelt tn his 
own hired house and received all that 
came to him, preaching the kingdom 
of God and teaching the things which 
concern the Lord Jesus Christ with 
the most perfect freedom (16, 30, 31). 
We shall meditate more fully on this 
delightful occupation presently. After 
three days in Rome Paul called the 
chief of the Jews together that he 
might state his case to them, which 
he brietiy did in facts with which we 
are aiready familiar, and he added, 
“For the bope of Israel 1 am bound 
with this chain” €20). 

In Joel iil, 16, we read that in the 
tiwe of trouble the Lord will be the 
hope of Hix people and the strength 
of the children of Israel. in ft Tim 
i. 1, Paul says that he ts an apostle 
of Jesus Christ by the commandment 


Christ our bope, but Ip the New ‘Tes: 
tament | think we are safe in saying 
that “hope” always refers to the com 
ing of Christ fog His saints, ax in 
Tit. fi, 13; Heb. vi, 1820; Rom, vill, 
23-25. The hope of Israel would then 
be the_coming of Christ as Israel's 
Messinb to make of them a righteoun 
nation and bless all nations through 
them, This implies Jesus, as the seed 
of David. risen from the dead, and 
also the resurrection of the saints ac 
cording to Dan. xfi, 1,2, When Paul 
stated his case before these Jews of 
Rome they said that they bad not 
heard of his troubles in Jerusalem, vor 
bud any one spoken any bari of him. 
but they would like to hear what he 
had to say about this sect, which they 
knew was everywhere spoken against 
(22). It was foretold that it would be 
so (Ps, exvill, 22; Isa. vill. 14, 15; Iii. 
1-3; Luke ii, 34), and to this day it tf» 
so, for our Lord is still rejected and 
by the world disowned, but the strange 
thing is that,.even among those who 
accept the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
Snvipur and expect to spend eternity 
with Him and are with more or lesx 
zeal seeking to serve Him now, there 
is such antipathy to anything concern 
ing His second coming or the future of 
Israel as a righteous nation to bring 
blessing to all nations, 

It may truly be said tbat as the 
bope of His church or the hope of 
Israel He is still » ken against by 
those who, like these Jews, profess to 
honor His word. Well, they appointed 
bim a day and came to his lodging. 
and from morning till evening be ex- 
pounded and testified the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concerning 
Jesus both out of the law of Moses 
and out of the prophets (23). For two 
years he continued to do this with all 
who came to him. He bad but one 
topie—the Lord Jesus Christ and His 
kingdom, He had bot one book —the 
Scriptures, If the Scriptures are not 
wholly and absolutely reliable, then 
preachers are simply lecturers, talk- 
ing out of their own bearts their own, 
mesrages, which are all vain words, 
for, apart from the word of God, which 
is farever settied in beaven (I's. «xix. 
8), we Have no’ revelation of the will 
of God and the purpose of God; but, 
thank God, tbere are many left who, 
ke Pani, believe God that all things 
shall be just as He has told us and 
who. like our blessed Lord, tind in all 
the Scriptures, the law, the prophets 
and the Psalms, the things concerning 
Himself (Luke xxiv, 27, 44.

Big Strike in Nova Scotia tron Mine 

Halifax, N. 8.—The Nova Scotia 
Steel and Coal Co., has struck a thirty 
foot seam of iron ore on their Wabana 
property. 

The company have been looking for 
a new seam for the past two years, 
Tunneling work has been going on all 
that time. The tunnel to the new 
seam is one and a half miles long and 
extends that distance under the sea. 
The Dominion Iron and Steel Co. tun- 
nels are to extend one mile under 
water to reach the new seam. The 
Nova Scotia Steel and Coal Co. had to 
tunnel through their property, the 
lease or sale giving them that right. 

At present both companies are work. 
ing leads on land, the seam on land 
now being worked by the Nova Scotia 
company is thirteen feet thick. As the 
new seam is thirty feet it will be 
seen that it is of immense value.

Thirty-one Miles of C. P. R. Freight 

Winnipeg.—The C. P. R. has been 
making and breaking freight traffic re- 
cords steadily this season ever since 
the grain movement began, and re- 
cently they touched a new high water 
mark. During 2 hours a total of 3,359 
freight cars were handled in and out 
through the Winnipeg terminals. This 
does not include the regular passenger 
traffic, which was also heavy. Had 
these cars been placed in one single 
string they would have made a train 
of cars 31 miles in length. During the 
day 1,613 cars were received and 1,746 
were forwarded, 1,023 were loaded and 
587 empy. Of the cars received 1,353 
were loaded and 393 were empty. 
Movements from other points on the 
system were in proportion, and all 
terminals report an exceedingly heavy 
traflic. 


West Indian Trade to Benefit Canada 

London.—Speaking at the West In- 
dia club, Col. Seeley, the under secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, remarked 
that the Royal commission on trdde 
between the West Indies and Canada, 
which was unique in its constitution, 
was proof of the growing sense of im- 
peril unity. He-expressed the sym- 
pathy of the colonial office in its work. 

Sir Daniel Morris emphasized the 
necessity of better steam communica- 
tion between Canada and the West 
Indies, pointing out that the Canadian

IMMIGRATION GROWING 


BIG INCREASE OVER FIGURES OF 
LAST YEAR 


Enormous Gain From The States— 
Total Immigration for First Six 
Months Increased 20 Per Cent— 
Gain in Custom House Receipts 
Greatly Exceeded those of Same 
Period Last Year. 


Ottawa.—Immigration into Canada 
'for the month of September was 15,- 
343, an increase of 52 per cent. over 
September, 198. The total immigra- 
tion for the rst six months of the 
present fiscal year was 120,933, as com- 
pared with 100,477 for the same period 
of last year, an increase of 20 per cent. 
Immigration for six months from the 
United States was 56,486 as compared 
with 34,259, for the same period of last 
year, an increase of 65 per cent. Im- 
| migration via ocean ports was 64,447, 
as compared with 66,218 for the same 
|period last year, a decrease of 3 per 
cent. : 

Customs house receipts for Septem- 
ber were about a million dollars in ex- 
| cess of those of September, 1908. Total 
| collections amounted to $5,236,736, as 
;compared with $4,316,473 in Septem- 
| ber, 1908, an increase of $920, 263. For 
\the first seven months of the fiscal 
year, the customs collections exceeded 
those of the same period last year by 
$6.838,614. 


Labor Deputation Presents Request 


Ottawa.—The Dominion Trades and 
Labor Congress sent a deputation to 
the government in which among other 
things the removal of Lieut.-Gov. Gib- 
son, Ontario, was asked because of al- 
leged insulting remarks toward union 
labor made by him’ before the Canad- 
ian Manufacturers association. No re- 
ply was made by the government. 
Other matters presented in the form 
of a resolution from Quebec conven- 
tion were congratulations to the gov- 
ernment on increases to letter carriers 
and appointment of miuister of labor 
The Co-operative societies bill was en- 
‘dorsed and the government was asked 
to encourage technical education, 
abolish bonus on immigrants and ap- 
point more fair wage officers. The 
police at Glace Bay were objected to. 
The premier and minister of labor 
ptomised consideration. 


Australia Solves The Meat Problem 

London:.—The arrival of a cargo of 
chilled beef from Australia said to be 
in tip top condition is heralded here 
as foreshadowing the relief of the Brit- 
ish meat market from “the danger of 
being throttled by the American trust.” 
Previous attempts to bring chilled 
beef from Australia have failed, the 
time of transportation being so great 
‘that the meat invariably was con- 
demned upon its receipt. j 


Many Changes in Canadian Tariff 

Ottawa.—A number of changes in 
the new tariff are announced, They 
all deal with materials imported for 
the use of manufacturers in their own 
factories. The Ross rifle factory, 
manufactureres of horse shoe nails, 
tanners, electric lamp makers, type- 
writer and sewing machine, mowing 
machine manufacturers and blue print 
paper manufacturers are among those 
who benefit. 


Honduras Gave Its Sailors a Bath 
New Orleans, La.—The entire navy 
of Honduras was sunk by a collision 
with a fruit boat, according to messen- 
ers arriving from British Honduras. 
he Tatumbla, the one man-of-war 
which the republic boasted, sank near 
Port Cortez. As the accident occurred 
close to the shore, no lives were lost.

INCREASE OF ALBERTA SCHOOLS 


Thirteen Inspectors Now Required for 
the Province—Large Increase in 
Number of Normal Students 


Edmonton.—In the year 1905 when 
the province of Alberta was organized, 
there were only four sghool inspectors 
for the whole province, but by the 
new year of 1910 there will be no few- 
er than thirteen inspectors of pro- 
vincial schools. 

Premier Rutherford made this state- 
ment when he made public the forma- 
tion of four new inspectorates in the 
province to meet the growing demands 
of the rapidly increasing school dis- 
tridts in the province. 

He said that it has been decided’ to 
have the new inspectorates at Wetas- 


kiwin, Olds, High River, and Vermil- | 


idn and that the positions have been 
offered by the department to four 
schoolmasters now holding responsible 
positions in the teaching profession in 
the province.

Roosevelt Was Not Killed 

Enterbre, British East Africa.— 
There is absolutely no confirmation 
here of the reports, current in the 
United States and cabled to British 
East Africa, that Theodore Roosevelt 
had met his death in the protectorate.

Ingishu plateau. He was in splendid 
health when he left the railroad line, 
Oct. 28, and diligent énquiries by tele- 
graph and telephone in this country 
fail to bring any substantiation of the 
grave rumor. 


Favor Homes for Released Prisoners 

St. John, N.B.—The W. C. T. U. ex- 
ecutive decided to memorialize the fed- 
eral and provincial governments to 
establish refuge homes for released 
prisoners. to teach them trades and 
give them a new start in life. It was 
also decided to send to the Canadian 
association a protest against the pub- 
licity given to details of murder and 
divorce cases and other sensational 
matters. Mrs. A. Gordon Wright was 
elected delegate to the world’s conven- 
tion in Glasgow next June. 


Balloonist Remained in Air 24 Hours 

St. Louis.—After being in the air for 
twenty-four hours the bajloon, Melba 
II., which ascended here in an effort 
to lift the Lahm cup, descended at 
five o’clock at Lexington, Tenn. Johr: 
Berry, pilot, and Miss Julia Hoerner, 
aide, telegraphed that the landing was 
without accident. The balloon travel 
led only 250 miles having been pesoht 
cally becalmed for ten nours during 
the day.

FOR CANADIAN NAVY 


WILL START TO TRAIN OFFICERS 
AND MEN AT ONCE 


Canada Will Borrow Two Cruisers 
from Admiralty for Dual Purpose— 
A Canadian Naval Academy will 
Probably be Established to Develop 
a National Navy—Our Own Vessels 
Will Be Built Soon. 


Ottawa.—One of the first steps to- 
wards the actual establishment of the 
new Canadian navy will be the secur- 
ing from Great Britain of two second 
jor third class cruisers from the im- 
| perial fleet for the dual service as 
training ships for men and officers 
}and as fisheries protective vessels in 
|Canadian waters. 

The cruisers will be loaned to Can 
ada pending the construction of ves- 
sels for the Canadian navy, and ar- 
|rangements are now being completed 
| between the Canadian government and 
the admiralty. 

One of the cruisers will be used on 
the Atlantic coast and one on the Pa- 
| cific coast. Thig will enable an im- 
|mediate beginning to be made in the 
work of training the officers and men, 
jand when the new Canadian war ves- 
sels are completed, two or three years 
hence, the government will not be 
wholly dependent upon Great Britain 
for officers and crew to man the ves- 
sels. ¢ 

A Canadian naval academy will also 
probably be established as a necessary 
adjunct to the development of a na- 
tional naty. 


Big Coal Areas 

Edmonton.—After several months 
spent in surveying huge coal areas of 
the Pacific Pass Coal company at 
South Pembina, 75 miles west of the 
city, the party of surveyors sent out 
last year by that company, in charge 
of A. C. Finlay, returned from the foot- 
hills and are preparing to spend the 
winter in the city. 

The party have concluded the lay- 
ing out of the big coal areas, which 
the Montreal Syndicate of capitalists, 
known d® the Pacific Pass Coal Co., 
will develop in the near future. Sev- 
eral test shafts were sunk by the party 
at various points on the property, and 
the indications are that the entire area 
of several thousand acres is covered 
with a deposit of coal that has all the 
excellent and useful qualities of the 
Crows Nest coal. 

The coal area is now in readiness 
for development, but it will not be 
until the Grand Trunk Pacific has con- 
structed the branch line from Ent- 
whistle south intd the coal fields that 
development can be catried on. 


Will Bring Out Domestics 
Ottawa.—The Salvation army is go- 
ing.to inaugurate a new feature in its 
work of bringing immigrants to Can- 
ada from the old country. There has 
been considerable criticism from vari- 
ous sources about the classes of immi- 
grants brought here from English 
towns and cities, and that they were 
useless as farm laborers. Lieut.-Col. 
T. Howell, of Toronto, secretary for 
immigration of the Salvation army, 
was in the city and told the citizens 
that he was leaving in a few days for 
England to choose 1,500 domestic ser- 
vants and experienced farm laborers 
from the rural districts of the old 
country who are expected to be very 

valuable acquisitions to Canada, 


Earth to Pass Through Halley’s Comet 

Cambridge, Mass.—‘‘Halley’s comet 
will not only pass across the face of 
the sun on May 18, but the earth will 
pass through the tail of the comet,’’ 
said Director Pickering, of the Har- 
vard university observatory. “The tail 
of the comet is made up of gases— 
acetylene, carbonic and several others. 
The gas will be rarified so that we 
shall not perceive it. In case these 
gases were apparent to the people, the 
result would be disagreeable. In 1860, 
when another comet was passing, there 
was a great display of shooting stars. 
We may have such a manifestation 
; when Halley’s eomet passes.” 


Expect Better Prices 

Montreal.—-What is termed to be an 
extraordinary condition exists here 
{regarding grain shipments through 
Montreal. While the wheat crop of 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and Manitoba 
is estimated to be 25,000,000 bushels 
larger this year than last, shipments 
through Montreal are much less. New 
grain exports are 8,444,909 bushels this 
year, as compared with 8,868,969 for 
the same period last year. It is felt 
here, however, that this is due largely 
to the fact that western farmers and 
grain men are holding off for better 
prices, 


German Policy Purely Commercial 

Philadelphia, Pa.—Declaring that 
| the world policy of the German em- 
pire is purely commercial and without 
any territorial ambitions or deep seat- 
ed designs against other states. Count 
| Johann Heinrich Von Bernstorff, Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States, 
addressed a largely attended meeting 
of the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science here on “The De- 
velopment of Germany as a World 
Power.”
